“<< Hinnrbiliiy, and to treat fuch Guefts as were invited, with 
«< the more Magnificence. Nay, fo far did He carry on 
«¢ this Humour, that it is faid, had He not been prevent- 
<< ed, He defigned to have made his Race-Horfe Con/u/; 
‘< as fit however for that Office, ashis Mafter to be Empcrer. 

Having mentioned this Story of Ca/igu/a, I cannot omit 
another of the fame Kind, equally remarkable ; for as 
an Empercr once did his Hor/e alithefe Honours, fo an Her/e 


had the Credit of making an Emperor. Every body will im- 


mediately fee that I mean the famous Cafe of Perfia, where 
great Contentions arifing about the Choice of a Azng, it 
was agreed that the Candidates fhould come mounted into 
the Field of Election, and that He, whofe Horfe zcizh'd 
firft fhould be deem’d lawfully chofen. It is true, indeed, 
that Darius play’d his Competitors as arrant a Jockey’s 
Trick as was ever played at New-Marker; for he gave his 
Horfe a Mere the Night before, which fet him a nerghing, 
as foon a8 he came into the Field, and fo got the Crewz. 
- Happy would it have been for the poor People 
of Pe/and, if the Candidates for that Crews had come to 
the fame Agreement! Nay, I would ftill propofe :t, 
with all due Submiffion, as an Expedient for ftop-. 
ping the farther Effufion of Blood; And I may fay, 
without Vanity, that it is, at leaft, as good an Expe- 
dient as any of Thofe, which have been yet offered to 
the Publick. | | | | 

Nero was likewife an exce//ent Buffoon, as well _as 4 
Tyrant, and when he had drowned half the City in Tears 
by his Butcherics, could fet them a laughing again by his 
Monkey Tricks.

The Reman Senate was proftituted, in the fame Man. 
ner, by feveral of thefe Emperors, who ftudied to make 
it ridiculous, as well as fervile and corrupt. There can- 
not be a ftronger Inftance of This, than their conferring 


the upon Pa//as, one of Claudius's Freedmen, 


with the offer of a Sum of Moncy; and becaufe the 


Scoundre/ thought fit to declare, through his Mafer’s Mouth, 


that he was contented with the Prasor/bip, and declined the 
Prefent, They pafs’d a decree in full Senate, extolling his 


_ great Modefty, and returning Him Thanks for the Honour 


done Them; that He, who was /prung from the old Kings 
of Arcadia, foould condefcend to accept the Pretorthip, one 


of the greateft Offices in the Commonwealth. This Decree 


was afterwards engraved upon Brafs, by their Order, and 
hung up in one of the moft publick Roads, as a perpetual 
Monument to his Glory ; a pretty Bufinefs truely fora 
Roman Senate, to dignify and almoft 2 a Felicw, in this 

ome, as Pliny ob- 
ferves, and with the common Mark of S/avery upon Him! 
———- —— Was not This playing the Fool witha Witnefs; 
and does it not furnifh us with a lively Inftance to what 


tt auguf Affemblies may be debas'd,

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under an arl itrary Prince, an infolent Favourite, and a cor- 
rupted People ? 

The Reader will olferve that I confine myfelf intirely ‘ 
1 this Difcourfe, to antient H:ffory ; tor it might not be al- 
together fafe to produce any Inftances of Pimps, Pathicks,

he Methods in Ufe, for decrying Writers, in Fayour 
of the Admuiniftration, are reprefenting them, firlt as 
Blockheads; unworthy of Bread ; fecondly, as 
f{titutes who write only to receive it. I mutt entreat the 
Readers Indulgence on thefe two Points, and when I have 
explained them, I periuade myfelf, that he will, no Jon- 
per, give heed to either of thefe Objections, or fiufier 
them to biafs his Upinions, as to their Writings or their 
Characters.

HERE ts nothing more true, than that in all Kinds. 


of Private or Publick Expence, that Charge which 
is moft effectual to the Service for which it is intended, is 
the cheapef. Oeconomy, Frugality, and Thrift, in an 
Adminiftration, are Sounds which ftrike the Ear, and at- 
fect the Paffions of the Populace ; but neither the Eftates 
of Families or Nations are improved by that Sort of Ma- 
nagement which{pares the very Means of preferving them, 
and with-holds thofe Supplies without which they muft be 
uidone. 

Great Armaments are expenfive, and great Expences 
unpopular; yet Armies and Fleets are often effential to the 
Prefervation of the People. When the State is invaded, 
ail the Force that canbe raifed, is then to be raifed at any 


Rate; often with great Difficulties, always with grievous: 


Difadvantage ; and when the State is not invaded, yet fome 
Degree of Force is equally requilite, that it may not be 
expofed to Invaders: This Provition then ought always to 
be in Proportion to the Power, the Opportunities, the In- 
clinations, and the apparent Defigns, of neighbouring 
States: And as it is undoubtedly true, that, were the Pub-
